4. Explain the procedure producing pain and/or distress. 

We hypothesize that opioid dependence and withdrawal are critical in the 
addictive properties of opioid drugs such as heroin and prescription 
opioids, and consequently, intermittent opioid withdrawal is critical to the 
proposed scientific experiments. Dependence is produced by chronically 
treating animals with an opioid or allowing animals to self-administer 
opioids and withdrawal is produced by briefly terminating opioid treatment 
or self-administration access conditions. We recognize that opioid 
withdrawal may be stressful, and we propose to minimize the impact of this 
potential stressor in the following ways. First, one goal of the studies is to 
determine the minimal degree of dependence/withdrawal necessary to 
produce the scientific endpoint. Second, we limit the frequency of opioid 
withdrawal to <= 2 times per week. Third, we will visually monitor animals 
three times during the withdrawal period to observe and document overt 
signs of opioid withdrawal using a custom opioid withdrawal check sheet 
designed for these studies. Importantly, this check sheet provides explicit 
instructions for clinical intervention in the event that severe withdrawal 
signs are observed. 

5. Provide scientific justification why pain and/or distress could not be relieved. 

State methods or means used to determine that pain and/or distress relief would 
interfere with the test results. (For federally mandated testing, see Item 6 below). 

The distress produced by this procedure is the scientific end-point being 
measured. The use of anesthetics, sedatives, and analgesics would 
interfere with scientific dependent measure, as these compound classes 
would obscure our evaluation of the opioid withdrawal signs. In fact, one 


goal of our studies is to test compounds for their ability to reduce overt 
withdrawal signs and withdrawal-associated changes in behavior.

Summary of Exceptions to the Regulations and Standards for FY: 2014 
As Reviewed and Approved by the Virginia Tech lACUC

Two exceptions to the standards were reviewed and granted related to animal husbandry SOPs 
for animals maintained by the CVM Teaching and Research Animal Care Support Services staff; 

1 . Request to grant a deviation in floor space per animal for gnotobiotic piglets. The 
justification provided by the PI for the deviation was; (a) Piglets are <2kg at birth and 
<5kg at euthanasia (Gnotobiotic pigs stay on milk diet thus grow slower than 
conventional pigs); (b) The 1 .b/sqft/pig is equivalent to the space that is industry standard 
in agricultural practices; and, (c) Animals are handled with glove box type gloves which 
provide a minimal range of motion and this space is required to allow for ease of restraint 
to minimize stress to the animal during handling. Renewal/re-approval of the exceptions 
were granted on ,Vlay 15, 2014. Number of animals (pigs) affected - -90. 

2. Request to lengthen the chemical sanitization/disinfection intervals for pigs and turkeys 
in ABSL-1 and ABSL-2 at CVVI. The requested exception for cleaning practice for 
gnotobiotic pig isolators, swine and turkey infectious disease projects is daily spot 
cleaning and/or hosing with complete sanitization at the end of a study. These practices 
prevent exposure of animals to chemicals and maintain biosecurity during infectious 
disease studies during which it is difficult to depopulate animal housing rooms for 
thorough sanitization. Renewal/re-approved 6/19/2014 by lACUC members at a 
convened meeting where a quorum was present. Number of animals (pigs) affected - 
-180.

In fiscal year 2014, the following lACUC-approved exceptions were noted during the 
course of operation: 

1. Animal Welfare Act Sec. 2.31 (d) (1) (ix) - Operative procedures conducted at 
field sites need not be performed in dedicated facilities, but must be performed 
using aseptic procedures. 

The exemption impacted 25 swine during fiscal year 2014. All of VxL research/teaching 
procedures are performed at field sites and all procedures are non-survival procedures 
with the animals euthanized prior to the conclusion of the procedures (and still under 
anesthesia). Due to the difficulty in maintaining sterile-technique in a field setting and 
since all procedures are non-survival procedures, the lACUC has approved the use of 
non-sterile technique during the field studies.

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Description of Exceptions to Applicable Regulations 

• The lACUC has approved one exception (11 rhesus macaques affected) 
that pertains to cage size. It has allowed a cage height of 30” to 31.5” 
(cages taper from front to back) for rhesus macaques up to 15 kg in 
weight. The “Guide” recommends a cage height of 32”. The design of the 
cage compensates for the height difference by providing 9 square feet of 
floor space for one animal rather than the 6 square feet recommended. 
Our veterinary staff feels that there is no impact on the animals’ 
physiological or psychological well-being. 

• The lACUC has approved a Non-Human Primate (NHP) protocol for an 
exception (30 NHPs affected) to a standard 2-week cage wash interval. 
Cage washing can disrupt chronic experiments for two reasons. First, 
NHPs have to be disconnected from drug infusion equipment while they 
are transferred from one cage to another. This can interrupt delivery of 
treatment medications. Second, NHPs are anesthetized with the 
anesthetic ketamine to enable their transfer from one cage to another. 
Ketamine is an antagonist at NMDA (A/-methyl-D-aspartate) glutamate 
receptors, and this drug can disrupt learning or interact with treatment 
drugs. To prevent cage-wash related disruption of chronic treatment 
studies, PI requested permission to wash cages at intervals consistent 
with their studies (i.e. during recovery periods) and at intervals up to 1 
month. An added complication is that NHPs are housed in racks holding 
two cages each. Accordingly, cage washing is least disruptive when it can 
be accomplished at a time when both NHPs on a rack are in a recovery 
period. When the cage wash interval exceeds a two-week interval, PI staff 
will take steps to assure as clean a cage as possible.

This exception affected 197 swine 
during the report period of October 1, 2013 thru September 30, 2014.
